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1974  COUNTY  ASC  COMMITTEES 


County  committees  have  a most  important  job.  They  administer  ASCS 
farm  programs  at  the  local  level,  set  the  necessary  policy  to  insure 
the  program  fits  the  local  situation,  and  provide  agricultural 
information  back  to  the  national  ASCS. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  county  ASC  committee  elections 
are  held.  The  elections  are  conducted  by  mail  ballot.  Included  is 
a table  indicating  the  number  of  eligible  voters  and  number  of  votes 
cast  for  committeemen  in  1974. 

Nominees  for  county  ASC  committes  must  be  farmers  or  ranchers  actively 
engaged  in  their  occupation  to  be  eligible  as  candidates.  They  must 
reside  in  the  county  in  which  they  would  serve  if  elected  and  cannot 
be  past  70  years  of  age.  Nominees  cannot  be  members  of,  or  candidates 
for  any  county.  State  or  federal  office  filled  by  election  pursuant  to 
law.  County  ASC  committee  candidates  may  be  nominated  by  petition  by 
their  fellow  farmers  or  ranchers  in  the  county.  A valid  nominating 
petition  must  be  signed  by  three  eligible  voters.  If  an  insufficient 
number  of  candidates  are  nominated  by  petition,  the  incumbent  county 
committee  will  complete  the  slate  of  nominees  so  an  election  can  be 
held. 

All  persons  owning  or  operating  a farm  or  ranch  and  eligible  to 
participate  in  an  ASCS  farm  program  are  eligible  to  vote.  Usually 
a regular  member  and  two  alternates  are  elected  annually  to  the 
committee.  The  regular  member  is  elected  for  a three-year  term  of 
office  and  will  serve  with  two  other  members  elected  in  previous 
elections.  After  each  election,  an  organizational  meeting  is  held 
and  a chairman  and  vice-chairman  are  selected  from  the  three  regular 
members.  Alternates  serve  for  one  year  and  during  the  absence  of  a 
regular  committeeman. 

Also  included  is  a list  of  county  ASC  committeemen  elected  in  1974. 
County  office  addresses,  names  of  county  executive  directors  and  general 
program  assistants  of  the  county  offices  in  Nevada  are  also  listed. 

Nevada  administers  ASCS  activities  for  three  California  counties  from 
the  Yerington  ASCS  office.  Committeemen  from  Alpine,  Inyo,  and  Mono 
Counties  are  included  in  the  Yerington  combination.

COUNTY  OFFICE  OPERATING  EXPENSES 
Calendar  Year  1974 


County  offices  are  staffed  with  a county  executive  director  and 
a general  program  assistant  who  are  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  COC.  Administrative  allocations  are  issued  to  county 
offices  based  on  a workload  system.  Allocations  are  adjusted 
for  increased  workload,  farm  density  and  additional  work  for 
administration  of  new  programs. 

The  table  entitled  "County  Committee  Operating  Expenses  1974", 
provides  a detailed  accounting  of  the  man-days,  salaries  and 
other  expenses  needed  to  administer  the  programs  on  a county 
office  basis.

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COUNTY  COMMITTEE  OPERATING  EXPENSES  1974 
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1974  CONSERVATION  COST-SHARING  ACTIVITIES 


For  over  thirty  years  ASCS  has  administered  a conservation  cost-sharing 
program  for  agricultural  producers.  Although  the  program  has  operated 
under  several  different  names,  its  basic  objective  was  that  of  encouraging 
farmers  and  ranchers  to  perform  needed  conservation  measures  on  their  land. 
Encouragement  was  provided  by  sharing  the  cost  with  producers  of  installing 
needed  soil,  water,  woodland,  wildlife,  conservation,  and  pollution  abate- 
ment practices.  Generally,  the  costs  are  shared  on  a 50-50  basis.  Higher 
rates  of  cost-sharing  are  available  to  individuals  and  groups  for  high 
priority  practices. 

During  1974,  two  conservation  cost-sharing  programs  were  active,  the  1973 
Rural  Environmental  Assistance  Program  (REAP)  and  the  1974  Rural  Environ- 
mental Conservation  Program  (RECP) . The  1973  REAP  which  had  been  termi- 
nated early  in  the  1973  program  year  was  reactivated  in  April  of  1974  by 
court  order.  Thus,  additional  funds  were  made  available  for  assisting 
with  conservation  work.  The  1974  RECP,  announced  early  in  calendar  year 
1974,  continued  past  program  objectives  and  provided  some  new  concepts 
in  conservation,  that  of  long  term  conservation  contracts  and  the 
Forestry  Incentives  Program.

1974  RECP  LONG  TERM  AGREEMENTS 


A new  concept  in  conservation  cost-sharing  was  offered  under  the  1974  Rural 
Environmental  Conservation  Program-- that  of  long  term  conservation  contracting. 
Under  this  provision,  a producer  could  execute  a long  term  agreement  with  ASCS 
to  perform  approved  practices  over  a period  of  not  less  than  three  years  nor 
more  than  ten  years.  With  the  approval  of  the  long  term  agreement,  the 
producer  was  guaranteed  of  receiving  cost-sharing  assistance  for  the  eligible 
conservation  measures  he  installed  during  the  agreement  period. 

To  qualify  for  a long  term  contract,  the  producer  had  to  agree  to  carry  out 
all  conservation  work  outlined  in  a conservation  plan  for  his  farm  or  ranch. 
Thus,  the  farmer  is  assured  the  practices  he  performs  will  compliment  each 
other  and  the  finished  product  will  be  a good  conservation  farm.

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SPECIAL  PROJECTS 


Both  the  1973  and  1974  conservation  cost-sharing  programs  provide  for  the 
development  of  special  projects  to  encourage  the  performance  of  needed 
conservation  and  pollution  abatement  measures.  Under  the  special  project 
concept,  deviation  from  regular  program  provisions  such  as  increased  cost- 
share  rates  or  development  of  new  practices  is  permitted  to  encourage 
farmers  to  carry  out  the  needed  work.  Other  Federal,  State  and  local 
agencies  and  organizations  are  also  encouraged  to  join  with  the  farmers 
and  ASCS.  Through  special  projects,  emphasis  is  placed  on  solving 
community  wide  conservation  problems  which  provide  greater  public  benefits. 

The  State  committee  reserved  a portion  of  the  program  allocations  which 
were  allocated  to  counties  for  the  following  special  projects:

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POOLING  AGREEMENTS 


Both  the  1973  and  1974  programs  provided  cost-sharing  assistance  to 
producers  through  pooling  agreements.  Under  a pooling  agreement,  several 
producers  may  join  together  to  perform  practices  which  will  solve  a mutual 
conservation  or  pollution  problem  involving  their  farms.  To  be  a valid 
pooling  agreement,  there  must  be  a substantial  pooling  of  resources, 
efforts  or  other  contributions,  by  two  or  more  producers  on  two  or  more 
farms. 

The  Nevada  State  ASC  Committee  strongly  encourages  the  use  of  pooling 
agreements.  Generally,  pooling  agreements  solve  community-wide  problems 
and  greatly  benefit  the  general  public.  The  following  is  a summary  of 
pooling  agreement  activity  in  Nevada  under  the  1973  and  1974  programs:

LIVESTOCK  FEED  PROGRAM 


The  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  provides  for  a livestock  feed 
program  whereby  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  may  sell  grain 
to  disaster  stricken  livestock  producers  at  a reduced  rate.  The  objec- 
tive of  the  program  is  to  preserve  and  maintain  livestock  breeding  herds 
and  prevent  widespread  liquidation  of  livestock  because  of  drought, 
floods,  or  other  natural  disaster.  The  program  is  administered  through 
county  ASC  committees  and  is  available  to  producers  who  have  substantial 
loss  of  their  livestock  feed  crops  because  of  the  emergency  and  are 
financially  unable  to  purchase  the  needed  feed  on  the  open  market.  The 
CCC-owned  grain  is  sold  to  eligible  producers  at  the  county  loan  rate 
for  the  grain.  In  Nevada  this  amounted  to  $44.40/ton  for  oats  and 
$35. 80/ton  for  milo--the  only  two  grains  available. 

A livestock  feed  program  was  approved  for  Clark,  Elko,  Eureka,  Lander, 
Lincoln,  Nye,  and  White  Pine  Counties  in  September  1974.  The  counties 
were  declared  disaster  areas  by  the  Governor  of  Nevada  and  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  because  of  severe  drought  conditions  during  the  spring 
and  summer  of  1974.  The  program  was  initiated  in  September  1974  and 
will  remain  in  effect  through  May  31,  1975.  Producers  will  be  given 
until  June  30,  1975  to  feed  up  grain  purchased  under  the  program.  The 
CCC  grain  was  delivered  at  Federal  expense  to  several  points  in  each 
county.  Producers  were  responsible  for  delivery  of  the  grain  from 
these  points  to  their  ranches  and  for  the  processing  of  the  grain.  The 
following  is  a brief  summary  of  program  activities  through  December  31, 
1974:

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1974  WHEAT,  FEED  GRAIN  AND  COTTON  PROGRAMS 


The  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Protection  Act  of  1973  continues  through 
1977  the  past  wheat,  feed  grain  and  cotton  program  objectives  of: 

• Maintaining  production  at  levels  which  will  satisfy  domestic 
and  export  needs  and  provide  an  adequate  but  not  excessive 
carryover. 

• Giving  farmers  greater  opportunity  .for  decision  making  to 
gear  their  farming  operations  to  commercial  markets. 

• Protecting  and  improving  farm  income. 

• Assuring  the  United  States  a competitive  position  in  world 
markets . 

The  programs  provide  for  deficiency  and  disaster  payments  to  eligible 
producers.  To  participate  and  be  eligible  for  program  benefits,  all  a 
producer  must  do  is  have  an  allotment  and  report  his  program  crop  acreages 
to  the  county  ASC  committee  by  specified  dates.  To  qualify  for  disaster 
payments  a producer  must  also  provide  proof  of  his  actual  program  crop 
yield  and  satisfy  the  county  committee  that  he  planted  and  cared  for  the 
crops  in  a workmanlike  manner. 

Deficiency  payments  are  made  to  producers  when  the  national  average 
market  price  for  wheat,  feed  grains  or  cotton  fall  below  pre-established 
"TARGET"  prices.  Target  prices  are  $1.13/Bu.  for  barley,  $1.38/Bu.  for 
corn,  $1.31/Bu.  for  grain  sorghun,  $2.05/Bu.  for  wheat,  and  $. 38/Lb.  for 
cotton.  No  deficiency  payments  were  made  in  1974  since  the  average 
market  price  for  all  commodities  exceeded  the  target  price. 

Disaster  payments  are  made  to  producers  when  natural  disasters  prevent 
the  planting  of  a program  crop  or  reduces  the  actual  yield  below  two- 
thirds  of  what  is  normally  produced.  In  1974  three  disaster  payments 
were  made  in  Eureka  County.  Late  frosts  and  strong  winds  in  June  and 
early  frosts  in  August  substantially  reduced  grain  yields  in  the  Diamond 
Valley  area  of  Eureka  County. 

The  following  tables  provide  a summary  of  1974  farm  allotments  and 
disaster  payments  made  in  Nevada: 
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FARMS , ALLOTMENT  ACREAGE  AND  DISASTER  PAYMENTS 
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BEEKEEPER  INDEMNITY  PAYMENT  PROGRAM 


Under  Public  Law  91-524,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to 
make  indemnity  payments  to  beekeepers  who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own, 
have  suffered  losses  of  honeybees  as  the  result  of  use  of  pesticides  near 
the  property  on  which  his  beehives  were  located. 

To  qualify  for  indemnity  payments,  a beekeeper  must  report  the  number  and 
locations  of  his  apiaries  to  the  county  office  by  July  15  each  year.  If 
apiaries  are  moved,  amended  reports  must  be  submitted. 

Beekeepers  are  required  to  report  expected  losses  due  to  pesticides  within 
three  days  from  the  date  the  loss  is  discovered.  Damaged  apiaries  must 
be  inspected  within  fourteen  days  after  the  damage  is  noted.  Beekeepers 
must  file  applications  with  the  ASCS  office  serving  the  county  where 
their  headquarters  are  located  by  April  1 of  the  year  following  the  year 
of  the  loss. 

Activity  under  the  Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program  in  Nevada  in  1974 
was  minimal.  Two  applications  for  1973  losses  were  filed,  one  in  Churchill 
County  and  one  in  Lyon  County.  The  two  applications  totaled  $2,163. 
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PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAMS 


Price  support  programs  are  designed  to  help  stabilize  farm  income  and  prices, 
bring  about  a better  balance  between  production  and  consumption,  and  assist 
in  the  orderly  marketing  of  commodities.  Producers  are  assured  of  price 
assistance  for  eligible  commodities  regardless  of  price  fluctuation  in  the 
marketplace.  Price  support  programs  are  administered  by  ASCS  and  financed 
by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Price  support  activities  in  Nevada  in 
1974  were  limited  somewhat  because  of  good  market  demands  for  eligible 
commodities.  To  meet  program  objectives  two  support  methods  are  used  (1) 
loans  and  purchases,  and  (2)  direct  payments. 


EQUALS 
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PRICE  SUPPORT  LOANS 


Loans  are  available  to  producers  for  wheat,  corn,  grain  sorghum,  barley, 
oats,  cotton,  honey,  and  other  commodities  not  produced  in  Nevada. 
Commodity  loans  permit  producers  to  hold  their  harvested  crops  to  take 
advantage  of  possible  increases  in  market  prices.  The  loan  can  be  repaid 
with  interest,  or  the  crop  under  loan  can  be  delivered  to  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  to  satisfy  the  loan.  A producer  with  a commodity  loan 
is  assured  of  receiving  at  least  the  loan  price  for  his  crop. 

Loans  are  also  available  to  help  producers  finance  new  facilities  needed 
to  store  crops  eligible  for  price  support  loans.  These  loans  are  for  up 
to  five  years  and  are  repaid  in  four  annual  installments.

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PRICE  SUPPORT  PAYMENTS 


The  National  Wool  Act  of  1954,  as  amended,  provides  for  support  of  the  price 
for  wool  to  be  carried  out  through  annual  incentive  payments  to  producers. 
The  program  is  designed  to  encourage  domestic  production  at  a yearly  level 
of  300  million  pounds  of  shorn  wool.  The  total  amount  of  payment  is  limited 
to  70  percent  of  the  accumulated  totals  of  duties  collected  from  imports  of 
wool  and  wool  products. 

A support  level  of  shorn  wool,  which  cannot  exceed  110  percent  of  parity, 
is  announced  in  advance  of  the  marketing  year.  For  1973  the  support  level 
was  72  cents  per  pound  for  shorn  wool.  A payment  for  unshorn  lambs  sold 
is  also  authorized.  This  payment  is  established  at  a level  in  relationship 
to  the  payment  for  shorn  wool,  and  are  made  to  avoid  unusual  shearing  prior 
to  marketing  in  order  to  obtain  the  payments  on  shorn  wool. 

Wool  incentive  payments  are  made  in  April  of  the  year  following  the  year 
wool  and  lambs  are  marketed.  There  were  no  wool  incentive  payments  made 
in  1974  since  the  national  average  price  for  shorn  wool  marketed  in  1973 
was  in  excess  of  the  72  cents  per  pound  incentive  level. 

Wool  growers  are  authorized  to  conduct  advertising  and  sales  promotion 
activities,  financed  by  deductions  from  their  payments.  An  agreement 
between  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Sheep  Producers  Council,  which  is 
approved  in  a producer  referendum,  is  designed  to  improve  the  demand  for 
wool  and  lamb  products  in  the  free  market.  A referendum  to  continue 
these  activities  through  1977  was  held  in  November  1974.  Results  of  the 
referendum  are  shown  on  the  following  table:

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ESSENTIAL  MATERIALS  FOR  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTION 


During  1974,  ASCS  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  monitoring  and 
reporting  shortages  of  fuel,  fertilizer,  baling  wire,  and  other  materials 
essential  to  the  agricultural  industry.  County  ASCS  office  personnel 
reported  local  situations  and  problems  on  a weekly  basis.  State  ASCS 
offices  relayed  these  weekly  reports  on  to  the  National  ASCS  offices 
which  in  turn  made  the  information  available  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  Thus,  the  Secretary  had  up-to-date  information  from  all 
across  the  nation  on  shortages  of  materials  needed  for  agricultural 
production. 

County  ASCS  offices  were  also  used  as  information  dispensing  centers  by 
the  Federal  Energy  Administration  and  in  assisting  producer  obtain 
adequate  supplies  of  fuel  for  their  agricultural  operations.  The  county 
ASCS  offices  played  a vital  role  in  helping  producers  fill  out  and  file 
applications  to  increase  their  fuel  allocation  to  meet  1974  operations. 

County  ASCS  offices  also  provided  assistance  to  many  Nevada  producers  in 
obtaining  baling  wire  so  1974  hay  crops  could  be  harvested.  The  ASCS 
officials  worked  closely  with  the  State  Farm  Bureau  Federation  which 
aided  producers  by  lining  up  sources  of  and  arranging  for  delivery  of 
much  needed  baling  wire. 
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COMPLIANCE  OPERATIONS 


The  success  of  all  farm  programs  in  achieving  their  goals  and  objectives 
depends  upon  participants  strictly  complying  with  program  requirements. 
County  ASC  committees  and  office  personnel,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Nevada  State  ASC  Committee,  are  responsible  for  insuring  that  participants 
comply  with  the  program  requirements.  Every  program  administered  by  ASCS 
involves  some  compliance  activity  by  State  or  county  ASCS  personnel. 

Production  Adjustment  Programs.  Basic  compliance  with  the  wheat,  feed 
grain,  and  cotton  program  requirements  is  determined  by  farmers  reporting 
program  crop  acreages  and  land  uses  to  the  county  ASCS  offices.  After 
compliance  reports  are  received,  checks  are  made  of  a representative 
number  of  the  farms  to  determine  if  the  reports  are  accurate.  Farmers 
are  expected  to  make  accurate  compliance  certifications  and  there  are 
stiff  penalties  for  inaccurate  reporting.  Compliance  activities  were 
subsequently  curtailed  in  1974  since  no  payments  were  made. 

Conservation  Program.  Under  the  conservation  cost-sharing  programs, 
county  ASC  committees  are  responsible  for  all  practices  for  which  the 
technical  responsibility  has  not  been  assigned  to  another  agency.  Checks 
of  these  practices  must  be  made  to  determine  if  they  are  installed 
properly.  Farms  which  participated  in  the  past  are  also  checked  to 
determine  if  practices  are  being  properly  maintained.  The  records  of 
vendors  providing  conservation  materials  and  services  (CMS)  under  the 
program  to  participants  are  also  subject  to  review. 

Price  Support  Programs.  Producers  with  outstanding  commodity  or  farm 
storage  facility  loans  are  also  subject  to  spot  checks.  Visits  to  a 
substantial  number  of  these  participants  are  made  to  determine  if 
commodities  are  being  stored  properly  and  not  fed  or  sold,  and  if 
structures  are  maintained  and  being  used  for  the  purpose  intended. 

Under  the  wool  program,  checks  are  also  made  to  insure  lamb  purchases 
are  reported  correctly. 

Livestock  Feed  Program.  Participants  in  the  LFP  are  checked  to  determine 
if  numbers  of  livestock  reported  on  applications  are  correct  and  grain 
is  being  fed  to  eligible  livestock.  At  the  end  of  each  program,  a check 
is  made  to  determine  if  all  LFP  grain  has  been  fed  up  as  required. 

Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program.  All  damaged  apiaries  are  inspected 
to  determine  extent  and  cause  of  damage.  In  some  cases  producers' 
records  must  also  be  checked  to  determine  if  applications  for  payment 
are  accurate.
